with the charges against them, notwith- 
standing tho fact that Interior Minister 
Durnovo, in an official order made pub- 
lic some time ago, instructed the local 
officials throughout the empire to con- 
front prisoners within twenty-four hours 
with tho charges which caused their ar- 
rost.

ELEVATED RAILWAY EMPLOYES 


OF CHICAGO COME TO 


DECISION. 


CHICAGO. April 6.—A decision to de- 


mand a . general increase In wages for 
every employe of the elevated railroads 
of Chicago was made last night at a 
meeting of the various unions of the "I/' 
employes. More than 2000 employes were 
represented at the meeting, representing 
every branch of. the service, from the 
women who sell tickets to the track- 
men. 


The wage scale per hour that will ou 


presented to the officials of the- various 


! roads follows: 


Motormen. now getting 25 and 28H 
cents per hour, 27% and 30 cents an 


Conductors, now getting 21 cents an 


hour, 25 cents an hour. 
Gatemen, now getting 18% cents an 


hour, 20 cents an hour. 
Platform men. now getting $1.70 a any 
(twelve hours), same pay 
for eight 


hours. 
The agreements on all roads, except 
on the Metropolitan and on the loop, ex- 
pire on May 1, on these May 31. 
The 
platform men, who work twelve hours 
for SI.70 a day. say that theirs is the 
hardest work of the service. 
One of the arguments advanced was 
that considerable diplomacy was needed 
by these men in handling the Intoxicated 
roisterers who board the trains during 
the small hours of the morning. It is 
expected that the increases will be 
granted, at least in part, without bring- 
ing the matter before a board of arbi- 
tration, as is provided In the agreements 
of the service.

to control them. A crisis may arrive at 
any moment demanding the in.even- 
tion of an armed force for the protec- 
tion of the foreign residents. 


"The 'boycott 
on 
American goods, 


which was not considered serious at 
first, has certainly taken on a serious 
aspect, and 
the agitation is by no 


means over. In the north the boycott 
\vas suppressed by Yuan Shihkai, vice- 
roy of Chill province. Northern China 
In now in a peaceful state, and there 
are no sigrns of unrest there. 


"In the south the movement has re- 


ceived a degree of encouragement from 
the official class. 


"The claim has been made that up 


to October of last year the exports 
from this country had increase.! but 
this was due to the late war. 
Nearly 


ail the merchandise shipped 
to the 


Orient was for the Russians and it was 
consigned to Shanghai and then ship- 
tied north. Large quantities of Amer- 
ican good's that were shipped last year 
are still in Chinese warehouses because 
the consignees refused to accept them. 
i do not think that the next report of 
trade conditions will show that our ex- 
ports to China have increased." 


CHICAGO, April C.—At the extraordi- 


nary age of 123 years. Mrs. Phllo Rogers, 
a negro woman, died yesterday at her 
home here. 
Mrs. Rogers was born in 


Missouri and reared a large family long 
before the first mutterlngs of the anti- 
slavery sentiment agitated New England. 
She was a grandmother when the Mis- 
souri compromise was the issue of the

j proclamation liberated her from bondage. 
She came to Chicago some years ago and 
was in good health until a short time 
since.

Richardson, a switchman, was shot and 
killed.

COLUMBUS, Ohio, April 6.—John H. 


Winder, president of the bituminous 
operators of Ohio, has proposed arbi- 
tration for the settlement

strike in the bituminous fields of Ohio, 
Western Pennsylvania, Indiana and Il- 
linois. The following is Mr. Winder's 
telegram, sent today from Charleston,

as It influences wages to be effective 
from Apt 11 1, 1906, and to continue In 
force until March 31, 1908, which deci- 
sion Is to be final and binding on all 
parties in interest.

APACHE CAPTIVES AT FORT SILL 


THREATEN TO LEAVE 


POST. 


WASHINGTON, April e.—The nature 


of the trouble that has been brewing be- 
tween the Apache captives at Fort Sill, 
Incident to which Is the threat of the 
Indians to forcibly break way from the 
post, Is explained at the War Department 
as the result of the refusal of the au- 
thorities to let the Indians go on the road 
with a wild west show. 


These Indians, under their old chief. 


Geronlmo, have been technical captives 
at the army post for many years past. 
But in fact, they have had almost as 
much liberty of action as the Indians on 
the reservations. 
They were not con- 


fined in close quarters, but were only re- 
quired to stay within the military reser- 
•vation. 


Many of the Indians were permitted to 


go out on passes to visit other tribes and 
for other purposes. 
They 
have 
oeen 


getting along very well; so well, Indeed, i 
that when the army .officers a year ago [ 
proposed that the Indians be turned over | 
to the "Interior Department and'placed; 
on a reservation as other Indians are, j 
strong protests were (made by some of j 
the Eastern humanitarian societies who j 
had taken pride in the Improvement of 
the Apache captives. 


LEARN TO GAMBLE. 


But last year many of the Indiana wer« 


permitted to join a wild west show which. 


traveled over the country. 
When they 


came back to the post it was found that 
many of them had learned to gamble 
and had picked up other bad habits. So 
when application was made this spring 
for permission to provide another con- 
tingent of Indians for a show tho War 
Department, to which tha recrueft was 
referred, upon tho advice of the officers 
at the post, declined to issue a permit. 


There was one exception, and that was 


In the case of Geronimo himself. He had 
been well behaved and the officials de- 
cided that he might go with the show. 


That made trouble, for the other In- 


dians felt that they had been discrimi- 
nated against; hence they are threaten- 
ing to leave the post. 
It is not b»lieved 


they will do so, however, for they are 
aware that they would 'soon bo rounded 
up and returned and confined In close 
quarters, and that is tbe most droaded 
of punishments to an Indian.

the. State, asking, among other things, 
for suggestions regarding State leglsla- 


n desired. Replies received from about 
0 of the unions shows preponderance 
favor of enforcement of the child la- 


_r law; the eight-hour day law, an em- 
ployers' liability law-, and Chinese ex- 
clusion. 
"We have received replies." says Mr. 


Stafford in his report, "from unions rep- 
resenting 6Q.OOU men. and these are all 
made . up of skilled mechanics, 
I find 
that the men stick very closely to what 
they know best. Thus the plumber-asks 
for" Improved sanitary 
laws 
on 
lines 
Which he suggests ;is the result of per- 
«onal experience. The railroad men are 
most Insistent on an employers' liabil- 
ity law. 
Here is the suggestion of an 


electrician that high and low potential 
wires when strung on the same poles 
should be required by law to be set far 
apart, 
A brewery workman suggests 
that breweries should not be permitted 
to make beer from anything but malt, 
and hops, and that the use of chemicals 
should be forbidden. 
The suggestions 
are all practical." 
Speaking generally of the labor move- 
ment Mr. Stafford said: "Los Angeles

STAND8 FIRST FOR THE INTER- 


ESTS OF THE PEOPLE OF 


HIS OWN STATE. 


WASHINGTON, April 6.—Routine bus- 


iness occupied the Senate a 
very few 


minutes today, after which Mr. Elklns 
took the floor. He announced at the out- 
set his desire to secure legislation that 
would secure people a "prompt and ade- 
quate remedy for the evils, 
Injustices, 


abuses and wrongs of every kind prac- 
ticed by railroads or In any way grow- 
ing out of their operation," but he said 
that while ha favored the pending- bill, 
he 
wanted 
to make it "better and 
stronger." 


INTERESTS OF PEOPLE. 


"I Btand first for the interests of the 
people of my own State," he went on, 
"and after that for the Interests of all 
the people of the United States. I have 
no interest that can affeot my Judgment 
or prevent me doing my duty as a Sen- 
ator as I see It." 
He declared his principal objection to 
House bill to be that It does not go far | 
enough in remedying the evils, and ex- 
pressed the opinion that, If enacted into 
law it would prova a general disappoint- 
ment. He said that he was in hearty 
accord with the President on the sub- 
ject of. rate regulation and then indi- 
cated the respects In which, according 
to his opinion, the Hill falls short in ac- 
complishing all that should bo accom- 
plished by railroad 
legislation. Among 
these were the following: 
A prohibition against 
railroads pro- 
ducing, Celling or shipping their own coal 
and other like articles in 
competition 
with other owners; a requirement that 
switches shall be built where needed to 
accommodate business; 
a requirement 
compelling Inter-State roads 
to make 
connections with connecting lines, and a 
requirement for the fair and Just distri- 
bution of cars among shippers. 
Commenting on these omissions. Mr. 
Elkins made reply to the contention that 
they could be covered by State legisla- 
tion. He said. 
"In the State of West Virginia 
and 
nearly all the States there has been leg- 
islation on these subjects but for many 
reasons the law is not Invoked. 


THE DEFECTS. 


He had, he said, introduced amend- 
ments, covering these defects. 
"The most important of them," 
he 
said, "is the one providing that inter- 
State lines shall make prompt connec- 
tions with connecting branches or lat- 
eral lines and fair, just and reasonable 
pro-rating arrangements at them." 
He then spoke of the great Improb- 
ability that additional trunk lines will 
secure admission to the great citiea. 
"The people must, therefore, in the fu- 
ture depend largely for the future devel- 
opment of the country and continued In- 
crease in business on short lines of rail- 
road reaching rich sections." 
Illustrating his point by citing the con- 
dition in hie own State, Mr. Elklns said: 
"In the State of West Virginia and 
other States, there are many men who 
have made large investments in agri- 
culture, coal, timber, iron ore, and other 
lands, who are able 
and 
desirous of 
building short lines from ten to 100 miles 
long to reach these lands and find a 
market for their products, but they will 
not build them under prc^r-nt conditions 
because of the difficulties in the wav of 
getting twitches and 
connections with 
tho interstate lines, and when they do 
get them. In securing fair 
treatment. 
Men cannot afford to take this risk with- 
out thf> law guarantees them protection, 
and the people look to Congress to pro- 
vide this protection in the 
bill under 
consideration." 
He expressed the conviction that there 


should be a definite provision in-the bill 
denying the power to n commission to 
j 
fix rates between localities on dlvergeni. i 
lines. 
After considering the question of 1 
court review at some length, Mr. Elkins 
announced his conclusion In the follow- i 
ing words:

New Apology for Expensive Surveys. 


A new scheme for the reclamation of the swamp lands, which 


combines the reclamation of swamp land, the irrigation of arid lands 
and the disposition of mining detritus, is concocted, and at its 
threshold there is a request made at the hands of Congress for 
the appropriation of $200,000 to make engineering surveys, looking 
,io a vindication of the practicability of this scheme. 
/ 
Commencing in 1873, when the War Department was instructed 


to make a hydrographic survey, of the Sacramento and San Joaqtiin 
valleys, down to the present time, some survey of some character 
relating to the practicability of some plan for the reclamatibn 
of the swamp lands and the irrigation of the dry lands of the Sac- 
ramento valley, and also engineering surveys relating to the im- 
pounding of debris with which the waters of the river were charged 
by the process of hydraulic mining, have been projected and car- 
ried to completion. 
Within the past five years large sums have 


been expended in the gauging of streams, the surveying of the 
dry lands, the establishment of contour lines, and in the determin- 
ation of flood maximums, and to the expense of these surveys the 
State has been a liberal contributor. 


Later, a proposit:on to reclaim the swamp lands owned by pri- 


vate individuals and for the benefit of these private land owners 
was preceded by a demand for a survey relating to the practica- 
bility, of such reclamation. Three distinguished engineers were 
employed in this work, and the engineering data relating thereto 
was claimed to be the most complete that had even been collated. 
These engineers evoked a plan of reclamation which was set forth 
in the most complete and minute detail, and estimates of cost relat- 
ing to the execution of such plans were submitted with great cir- 
cumspection. 
The projectors of this scheme believed they had 


reason to boast of the valuable data that had thus been acquired. 


The Government of the United States has selected reservoir 


sites with reference to the irrigation of the Sacramento valley; has 
exploited all questions relating to the source of the water supply; 
has discussed Clear Lake and Stony Creek basin, and all the trib- 
utaries of the Sacramento river, and all this matter is merely ad- 
ditional to the work clone by the State Engineer when that office 
was in existence, and which cost the State approximately 51,000,000. 


Reports of these engineering examinations constitute a most 


copious literature on the subject. They embrace a wide range of 


*\ considerations. 
They treat of the feasibility of infusion of the 


' waters of one hydrographic district with the waters of another. 
Thev treat of the whole question of the control of hydraulic min- 
ing.' Ther present every conceivable phase of the engineering prob- 
lems involved in the complete reclamation of the swamp and over- 
flowed land, of the irrigation of the dry lands and of the control of 
deposits of mining debris, and yet at the very threshold of what 
appears to be merely a proposition to join all these things into one 
project, the sum of $200,000. to make an engineering survey^of the 
feasibility of the project, is asked. The Drainage Act, which re- 
sulted in the construction of brush clams as an initial experiment 
of th" retaining of hydraulic mining detritus, was entered upon 
only after a most exhaustive examination of the subject by the 
most eminent engineers of the United States, including a very ex- 
haustive report at the hands of James B. Eads. 


What has become of the vast amount of work accomplished by 


William Ham Hall and C. E. Grunsky, who for many years had the 
„. 
jS of the "Great Valley" of California under consideration? 


What' has become of all the work accomplished by the United 
States engineers in charge, in pursuance of the National Reclama- 
tion Act? 


All these matters have been the subject of copious reports, and 


the question very naturally aribes: Arc these engineering exam- 
inations, surveys and reports of any value whatever? 
Must the 


subject now be taken up just as if it had had no prior consideration 
^at the hands of eminent engineers' 


* 
If the \\ork heretofore accomplished by scientific men who have 


made these surveys, and all these detailed engineering examina- 
tions are of no value, \\hat good thing may be expected to be ac- 
complished by the expenditure now of S200.000 in the employment 
of the same class of men. and perhaps in most instances the very 


who have themselves heretofore made examinations and 


reports upon the subject' 


In very truth, the S200.000 a«ked for is simply a proselyting 


fund. The' whole scheme is to be so managed that the engineers 


thoughtful of whom it has an appealing sound, but it also struck 
the intelligence of the property-owning class with all the sinister 
significance of a fire alarm. 


Mayor Dunne also argued that municipal ownership would 


give a better and more extended service, which of course meant 
more cars, more lines, more men and more expense in every di- 
rection. Add these propositions to shorter hours and bigger pay 
for employes, and no extra discernment is required to perceive the 
dismal financial portent looming up in prospect. 
If we include 


the bait of lower fares we can readily imagine what the result 
will be. 


Now let us apply Mr. Dunne's argument in favor of muni- 


cipal ownership of street railways to government ownership of 
steam railroads. 
Shorten the hours of labor and increase the pay 


of employes (which means enlargement of the force), increase 
and improve the service and lower the rates. What is going to 
happen? Thus, in the last analysis, the Chicago mayor's argu- 
ment in favor of becomes a conclusive argument against govern- 
ment ownership of railroads. 
And this leaves out of considera- 


tion the evils of a transportation system managed by politicians 
along political lines, with politicians for superintendents and the 
carrying of primaries as one of the the chief aims of operation. Nor 
should it be forgotten that a railroad run primarily for the benefit 
of a political organization and the men it employs is not calculated 
to render first-class service or be the safest to ride on.

The M'Kintay=Freeman Bill. 


Water and Forest, a quarterly publication issued by the Cal- 


ifornia Water and Forest Association, has this to say of the irriga- 
tion bill introduced in Congress by Congressman McKinlay at the ' 
request of Frank Freeman, a well known lawyer and lobbyist of j 
Glenn county:

"A bill is being pressed in the House of Representatives for 


the purpose of authorizing certain persons to divert water from the ' 
Sacramento river for the irrigation 
of 200,000 acres 
of land in | 


Glenn county. 
It was introduced by Representative McKinlay, of 


the Second California District, and is reported to have the support 
i 


of the entire California delegation. If this is correct, the members , 
of the delegation, and probably Representative McKinlay himself, j 
are acting without knowledge of the situation." 


The article says the bill should be entitled an act to close the j 


Sacramento river to navigation during the summer, and thus de-! 
scribes the proposition it involves: 


"If the plan contemplated the storage of the water that now 


runs to waste in the flood months and conserving it for use on the 
land during the dry months, it would be worthy of high commend- 
ation, and every Californian would wish its promoters God-speed. 
But its promoters do not contemplate going to any such expense 
as the construction of storage reservoirs. Their plan is to draw the | 
water from the ordinary flow of the Sacramento river. At the time 
the water of the river has fallen to its lower stages, fiom one-fourth 
to one-third of the flow is to be diverted for the benefit of the land- 
owners who arc pressing this scheme " 
j 


We do not understand that the California delegation supports | 


the McKinlay-Frerman bill in its original shape. 
Our information j 


is to the effect that the delegation is prepared to support it if it is ; 
modified to meet the objections of the War Department, which in- | 
sists that the river shall be preserved as a navigable highway. r 
However, the people of the Sacramento valley had better keep a ] 
close eye on the measure if they would protct their own interests. 


Chicago seems to have \oted for municipal ownership but 


against its enforcement. The people declared at the polls that the 
city should own the street railroads, but not operate them. This 
means that the municipality, after acquiring the existing lines and 
building others, shall lease them out to corporations to be operat- 
ed. 
It is difficult to discern the advantage to the public of this 


arrangement. 
It i? tantamount to a confession 
that 
municipal 


operation of street railways is a failure. 
If the city cannot effect- 


ively and profitably operate the street railroads what public benefit 
is" to be derived from owning them? The leases would be equiva- 
lent to ownership under franchises, and the city already owns the 
streets which constitute the roadbeds of the railways. Apparently 
the people of Chicago have arrived at an abortive conclusion, ac- 
cepting the shadow and rejecting the substance. 


A Disappointment in Store. 


At the instance of Mayor Mott and other public-spirited citizens 


Charles Mill ford Robinson, an eminent expert in scenic adornment, 
has come to Oakland to outline and st'g<$est plans for improving and 
beautifying the city 
Mr. Robinson finds that Oakland has splendid 


natural advantages, and can be improved at comparatively small 
cost. He says one million of dollars v\ili make as good a showing 
here as ten millions in Lr- Angeles. 


The landscape expert's initial talk will be disappointing to a 


good many Oaklanders of the old school. 
His admission that im- 


proving the city is likely to cost money will dampen the enthusi- 
asm for adornment heretofore mildly manifested by those eminently 
patriotic and public-spirited gentlemen. They are not looking for 
a man who proposes to spend money, but a man who will show 
them how to get along without it. Their idea of an expert is a 
genius who can show them how to get parks, public buildings and 
other features of municipal administration without spending a cent. 
Any citv can improve by spending money. 


Our sympathy is extended in advance to the patriarchs of Oak- 


land who are certain to find Mr. Robinson a snare and a delusion— 
3 "false alarm," so to speak. He only offers them something they 
must pay for, when they want something they will not have to pay 
for. After waiting patiently all these years for Oakland to improve 
without expense to the taxpayers it is mockery and insult to be 
told by a rank stranger that it will cost money to make the city

DARTMOUTH MAN 
TALKS 


OF BIG PROBLEM 


College President Lectures Under 


Auspices of Pacific Theological 


Seminary. 


BERKELEY, April «.—President Tuck- 


er of Dartmouth College delivered the 
fourth lecture of a series, at the First j 
Congregational Church last night, 
his 


subject being: 
"The Ethical Problem of 


Modern Education." 
H= said: 


"The chief meane through which wo 


te&ooie mentally and morally domesti- 
cated In the world of today la education. 
Religion was the mother of our educa- 
tional history. It -was not only the or- 
iginating, It was the shaping, the con- 
trolling, the Inspiring force, for 
more 
than a century. It was not till about 
the middle o£ the nineteenth 
century 
that the economic or industrial motl\ e 
entered education and ga\e us the great 
endowments for our technical schools. 
"There really was no ethical problem 
In the old-time education. 
Education as 
it comes to us by Inheritance was con- 
ceived in religious terms and set to re- 
ligious ends. 
The changes In methods 
and ends of education are due to thti 
following causes: First, education has 
lollowed the lines of power in Its mure 
modern developments. The highest edu- 
cational product at the first *v\as the min- 
ister. There haa been no declinu in the 
sacrednees of the omce. There has been 
no change in its moral valuation; thuru 
has been &. change in its relatixe place. 
It la but one out of many places ol 
power and of influence. The number of 
men preparing for what may bo termed 
the nonnormal callings is far greater than 
that of the men preparing for the dis- 
tinctly ethical callings. It Is impossible 
to judge of the moral effect of a sub- 
ject unless one knows the motive under 
which it Is studied. 
There may bo the 
irreverent study of the Bible, there may 
be the most reverent study of nature. 
Second, the relations of education to tne 
individual h^e been changed. 
In the 
older education the Individual was the 
subject of education, was an end in him- 
self. 
Education was expressed in per- 
sonal terms. 
Personality reruns every- 
where as a spiritual force in education. 
It has not been eliminated, it has been 
distributed. The saying of Mr. Garneld. 
that it was a good enough education for 
him to sit at one end of a log with Maik 
Hopkins at the other end, 
still holds 
good, provided you take into account the 
lengthening and broadening of the log. 
The log Itself has become a great factor 
in education. 
The library and the lab- 
oratory are things of life; they are a part 
of the vital system. 
The element of 
personality Is still active, but by com- 
parison the present educational system 
Is Impersonal. 
"Our colleges are the recruiting ground 
for all agencies which do their work at 
tho heart of humanity. 
The unfailing 
appeal meets there 
the 
unfailing re- 
sponse. 
Appearances may give a con- 
trary impression. The side of college life 
which Is turned to the public often ap- 
pears frivolous. It Is not that the col- 
leges plav more than they work but thM 
tho public at large carr-s more for their 
play than for their work. Spiritual Pen- 
timent In the form of some clear dis- 
tinct and noble ambition Is never absent 
from college life. 


THE PROBLEM. 


"The problem is this: Is modern edu- 
cation capable of Idealism? Modern edu- 
cation has put into our hands a vast 
amount of matter 
which 
awaits 
the 
idealizing process. 
This tjyk must be 
approached In the right state or mina. 
There 
is 
nee-d 
of a 
greater 
rev- 
ernnco for knowledge. The re.illy dis- 
tinctive product of academic life is the 
knowing- mind. Knowledge leads to awe 
and awo to faith or to that kind of doubt 
which is 31 humble as faith 
If utility 
can create the knowing mind we want 
its aid. I would accept at any time the 


moral icsult of serious thinking on the 
mt>ri3r subject lu place of less serious 
tninkmg upon tin greater subject. 
"No one can overlook the 
immense 
moral gain which 
has 
taken 
place 
through the transfer of thought In sa 
lar^e degree from speculation to sober 
Inquiry. 
Very much of the change la 
dui, of course, to the incoming of such 
a vast amount cf new subject matter 
within reach of the human mind. A type 
of mind was de\ 'loped which put first, 
Instinctively, the love of truth. Modern 
education also lays the stress upon the 
discover}' of the indhidual to himself. 
It changes the «j peal, as soon as prac- 
ticable, irom obedience to choice. It as- 
sumes that the n ind of each individual, 
If properlv awnkei ed and left free to act, 
will separate Itsclr from other minds In 
the satisfaction cf its own desires and 
in the developmcit of its own powers. 
The logical outcc me of this conception 
is the elective c^ursr^ of study in the 
Interest of pelf-development and per- 
sonal attainment of knowledge. Will the 
one thus choosing become 
morally 
a 
strong man'' Not necessarily. Hut I have 
seen college men on their way to little- 
ne'-s and shame --o often recovered and 
s,i\ od hy intellect ral awakening, through 
some publect of p 'rsonal choice, that we 
ethical value of tho method cannot be 
doubted by me 
I am not concerned with 
the moral supren acy of either method. 
It Is quite too eirly to determine this 
point. What we need to do Is to recog- 
nize the moral flenient In the method 
uhich, for other • nds, we have adopted. 


SOCIAL OBLIGATION. 


"Once more I would see our modern 
education permeated with a sense of the 
-social obligation. Th" essential nobility 
of the old education lay In the fact that 
it was lor somebody; there was no con- 
cealment of this lurposc. There can be 
no other kind of r obility worthy the pur- 
pose of any gre;tt school 
of learning. 
The training whli h leeks these motlvea, 
or which fails to keep this aim In full 
view, cannot be touched by reality. The 
idealizing process of which I am speak- 
ing cannot stop with culture. It must 
fromehow 
ctilmln Lte 
in 
righteousness. 
Ami if it be a^ke< again. Is modern edu- 
cation capable o! such Idealism, I say 
Yes, proUdcd the qu< stion be accepted, 
not as a question but as a challenge. 
"Next to the problem of Idealizing 1U 
own .subject mailer and methods, I put 
the problem ILOW before* modern educa- 
tion as that of unifying American so- 
ciety. 
Speaking broadly, very broadly, 
the German umv.-rsltv has in mind tho 
scholar, the Engl'sh college the gentle- 
man, 
the Amenc; n college or university 
the citizen. Our task is to educate the 
democracy. I inrlst upon the Idea that 
the means of giving freedom and expan- 
sion to the wag. -earning population is 
by giving it ready access to the higher 
education. There Is no reason whv the 
fmmor experlenci or the New England 
faimer and the pi esent experience of the 
Western farmer nhould not be repeated 
in the family of the Intelligent \\ngr- 
earner. 
The home, of the wr/e-earner 
Is becoming a re.-rultlng ground for the 
higher education, which no college can 
aftnrd to o\crlook 
I am In the habit cf 
sa\ing that in an educational sense It 
is on the wnolp easier tr> make blue bloc* 
out of red blood than It is to make red 
blood out of blun blood. 
It seems to 
me. the settlement of the relations of 
capital and labor is to lie more and 
more, not In the hands of men who ha\ e 
beon trained an ,13 from one another, but 
In the hnnds of men who have been 
trained toward ore (mother 
Under me- 
dinevalfsrn the guild and the university 
were not far apart 
I should like to 
s»e the re-lnllon restored and extended. 
W<> must relv eh "fly upon education to 
brlifr tho'e who are in danger of becom- 
ing a class Into tl P common democracy."

Richards Is said to have operated ex- 


tensively in this country many years ago, 
and more recently to have been In En- 
gland. When a young man he was em- 
ployed as a clerk In the Bank of England 
and later appeared in New York with 
considerable money. 
In Troy ( and other 


places he was charged with many forger- 
ies, swindles and counterfeiting, and in 
most Instances he evaded arrest. At the 
time John L. Sullivan was in the ring 
Richards posed as a backer of the former 
champion and is alleged to have swindled 
many well known sports. 


The police say that In 1878 Richards, 


under the name of Lord Ashburton, was 
accorded a public reception In San Fran- 
cisco and after his departure spurious 
notes and letters of credit with a total 
face value of $260,000 were found to be 
in circulation. 
Two years later he was 


arrested in San Francisco for swindling.

away any oigarette or cigarettes." Mr. 
James wishes to test the last clause, 
which prohibits the giving away of a 
cigarette. 
James Is to ask the Federal Conrta fop 


writ of habeas corpus. 
In his pe- 


tition he states "that said ordinance is 
unconstitutional and Is In restraint of the 
liberty of the said Howard K. James ta 
contravention of amendment 14 of 
the 


constitution of the United States." 


Mr. James spates that he desires to 


see the police of this city enforce all 
ordinances, and not be strict on Just a. 
few.
